yeturned against the the 
hoatswain un: 
known, and the Jury answered at some 
length a number of questions put: to them 
hy the Coroner hearing upon the "Anti- 
Piracy Regulations. 

When the Court,. resumed yesterday 
afternoon, Mr. W. B, Hind addressed the 
Gourt nt, soine length on behalf of the 
Chinn Coast Officers’ Guild aad the 
Marine Engineers’ Guild of China.” To 
the course/of Hiv address he said that in 
the opinién of the Guilds the system of 
fhaving Indian, guards’ on board ship hud 
famentahly failed. “During the ten years 
_ that had clapsed since the Piracy Regula- 
tions were. first brought in and enforced, 
there had not heen n single case in which 
an Indian guard had proved of the slight- 
ust use, He, therefore, suggested that 
the protection of merchant shipping in 
‘the Colony should be tramsferr¢d from the 

“ police’ to the Naval authorities, Mr. 
lind added that the Colony. was paying 
zo per cent, of its total revenum to the 
Jurperial. Government tor the purpose of 
naval and military protection 
aarged that the Smperial authorities should 
supply .suiticient gunboats and similar 

(eed such protection. , Ty England, 
he saic , it was required by the Merchant 

Shipping Act that every sailor who was 

employed oo board ship should be sup- 
plied with what was called a continuous 
discharge book, which contained the full 
record of the individual concerned. If

To this 
conneétion, the Coroner called the atten- 
tion of the jury to the fact that the 
owners of every) steamship ‘that | plied 
within the dangi-r zone had to enter into 
a bond of $5,000 for the due ohservance 
of the Pifacy Regulations by ‘their 
officers. 4 : ' 

In conelusion, the Coroner said the 
jury. might desire to make some com 
ments onthe conduct of the ships’ 
pffiters und say little, The conduct, of 
the guards on duty’ appeared to have 
tnen excellent. The two inside the grill 
did their best until they were wounded, 
find the third was shot down before he 
had time to do anything. As regards the 
officers, the jury must remember tha: 
this. affahr was shown. to have been as 
much a mutiny as a piracy, since several 
members of the crew were in league with 
the pirates. That they had not earried 
out the rogulations had been admitted 
by the Chief Officer, but whether the’ 
could have done more té resist the attac 
when it came wns for tho jury to say.

The Catty Sark,,famoug the world 
o'er for her sailing feats as a tea and 
wool clipper, is now lying at Falmouth, 
the cynosure of many admiring eyes, 
being rigged according to her original 
sail and spar plan. This fact lends ad- 
ditional interest to. the publication of 
“The Log of the Cutty Sark,” by the 
well-known iautiral author Mr, Ra‘! 
Lubbock (James Brown & Son, Glasgow). 
Mr, Lubbock has written so much of the 
‘old clippers, and browght to bear on his 
subject so much experience and research, 
that he canbe accepted ag a recognized 
jauthority. In the compilation of this book 


| he has had access not only to her log-books, 


but also tho ‘captain's abstracts, and the 
advantage of information received from

famed rivals. 
peat p. & 0. MAIL STEAMER. + 
One of the records of the Cutty Serk 
wns beating the new P. & O. mail etermer 
Britannia in 1980, Capt. Woodget, the 
skipper, in his log, related: . 
_We, werv rounding Gabo Island to 
csignal, when the P. & 0: Britannia 
came inside of us, but we beat her into 
Sydney. The Cutty’ Sark ran from 
_ Cane Otway in 40 hours, or at the rate 
cof 14) knots per hour. 


Britannia, it hax to be remembered, 
was, cock of the walk from, London to 
Sydney. She was beaten in, a strong 
southerly breeze; and Cutty Sark was 
“then under mizzen top-snils, the sail on 
the main including royal; exceps the main- 
shjl, which was fmrled, and. all sail’ on 
the forv except the royal.” Britannia was, 
at the times steaming 15 koots, und
